Northern states mark record lows from Rockies to New England

A wave of cold air rolled across the northern states from the 
Rockies to New England on Sunday, dropping temperatures to 
rcconi lows around the Great Lakes. 

Strorlg noTlhwcstaly winds buffeted the Northeast os arctic 
air blew in, kcqfing allcmoon temperatures in the teens ond sin- 
gle digits in some areas. 

Temperatures cariy Sunday dipped below zero in northeast- 
ern Montana. North Dakota, northern Minnesota, the upper 
Mississippi Valley, the lower Great Lakes and northern New 
England. 

.Temperatures fell below freezing as far south as northera 
Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama and northern Georgia. 

Record lows for the date inclucjid 16 below zero at 
Bcividcre, lll.i 14 below ot Flint, Mich.; 12 below at Grand 
Rapids, Mich.; 14 below at Jackson, Mich.; 20 below nt Lans- 
‘ing. Mich.; 13 below at Madison, Wis.; 15 below at Marquette, 
Mich.; 15 below at Muskegon, Mich.; and 15 below at Rock- 
ford, IlL,'lhc National Weather Service said. South Bend, Ind., 
tied its record at 4 below.' 

Lansing's previous record of 13 below had stood since 1868, 


and Madison's previous record of 12 below had been on the 
books since 1879. Lansing also hod the lowest Sunday morning 
reading for the Lower 48 stoics, the weather service said. 

Beckley, W.Vt., hit a ieconJ low 
of 7 and Jackson, Ky., posted o record 1 1. 

Lows above 50 were conTuied to southern Califomia, south-

In the upper Great Lakes rc^on, highs reached into, 
the 20s following motmng lows of 10 to 20 degim below zero. 

Afternoon temperatures wanned into the 70s in southern Cal- 
ifornia, southern Arizona and southern Florida.

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Congress likes Clinton 
health goals, not plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Congress 
finally tackles health-care reform this 
week, but it's- increasingly unlikely 
that President Clinton's 1.342-pagc 
version will survive. 

The Clinton goal? of universal 
it\surancc coverage, guaranteed irjini- 
mum health benefits and keeping 
costs down ‘arc still alive. Congress 
may ultimately grant some of his 
wishes, but not via the route he's rec- 
ommended. 

The first .subcommittee chairman to 
delve into the issue, for example, says 
he’ll be starting from scratch — not 
from the voluminous While House 
bill. • , 

And though the administration 
vision is still driving'ihe health-care 
discussion, its pleas and courtships 
• have brought few outright endorse- 
ments of the plan. Organized labor, 
which pledged SIO million last week 
to support it, is a notable exception. 

Il's been a lung road from the fren- 
zied all-nighlcrs held by Hillary 
Rodham Clinton's health care task 
force to Rep. Pele Stark’s statement 
last week that when his panel begins 
work Tuesday, it will pul aside 
Qinton’s hill and write its own. 

‘•The sheer complexity of this plan 
makes simple answers very difficult, 
and that makes it very hard to sell." 
said Republic.in pollster Bill 
Mclnlurff. 

• The most common complaints are 
that it is bureaucratic and complicat- 
ed: heavy-handed in its requirements 
that employers pay for in.surance and 
that consumers form purchasing 
alliances, that premium hikes be 
capped, even that medical schools 
train a certain number of specialists. ' 

The mandatory alliances in particu- 
lar have very few supporters at this 
point. The employer mandate is also 
under siege, prompting deputy trea- 
sury secretary Roger Altman to 
defend it Friday in a Washington Post' 
opinion piece. 

Tltc president meanwhile is deter- 
minedly highlighting the more 
appealing uspects of (he plan, from 
preventive care for kids to long-tcmi 


care and drug benefits for the elderly. 

This week ihe theme will be rca.s- 
surance, the peace of mind Clinton 
says his plan would bring'to those at • 
risk of losing insurance coverage 
along with their jobs or health. 

At the s;ime time thc'adminislf:»tion 
is ilismissing (he significance of 
Stark, a maverick Californian who 
heads the health subcommiliec of the 
House Ways and Means Committee. 
Stark is expected to produce a bill that 
expands Medicare to cover the indi- 
gent and uninsured, 

’ The Whjlc House considers that 
approach unacceptable, saying it 
would have to he financed by a lax 
hike. Clinton .said last week such a 
bill couldn’t dear the full Ways and 
Means Committee. 

But since no other congressional 
panel has started writing a health-care 
hill yet, even an unacceptable bill in 
playconslilulcs progrc.s.s. 

‘‘Somebody has to gel the ball 
rolling. Stark's doing evEryhody an 
enormous service by trying to gel a 
bill out of his subcommittee ... which 
meets the president's goals oven if it's 
not consistent with Ihe president’s 
means." said Martin Corry. director 
of federal affairs for the American 
A.ssociaiion for Retired Persons. . 

The Clintons have said from the 
start that they are not married to the 
specifics of their bill, despite Ihe time 
and energy that went into its prepara- 
liun. 

In part that process was a response 
to congressional leaders who had 
asked Clinton to tell them exactly 
what he wanted to do. And some ana- 
lysts, unhappy Republicans among 
them, 'believe the scope and depth of 
Clinton's plan arc helping keep his 
goals alive. 

. “No one can argue with the serious- 
ness of this legislation," said former 
Ohio Gov. Dick.Cdcsic. chairman of 
the Democratic Parly's National 
Health Care Campaign, "If the ‘presi- 
dent had not come in with a fullblown 
and mature concept, he would have 
been dead on arrival on health care 
reform." 


Brady law takes effect 
in 34 states, territories

WASHINCTO’n t- The lives of 
millions of handgun buyers will 
change today os the Brady law's five- 
day waiting period and background- 
check provisions go into effect. 

Thirty-four states and territories, 
including Alabama, Mis.sis.sippi, North 
Carolina and Kansas, must comply 
with the new law, according to the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms. The law is expected to be 
challenged this week in a legal battle 
initialed by the National Rifle 
' As.sociation, which Claims the nica.sure 
is unconstitutional. The District of 
Cdolumhia, Maryland and Virginia arc 
among 20 stales and Icrritories that are 
exempt because they have more strin- 
gent laws or similar measures already 
in effect. The District bans handgun 
sale and possession, Virginia has a 
computerized check. Maryland his a 
state background check .and scvcn-day 
waiting period. 

Under the new law, federally 
licensed gun dealers arc required to 
notify the chief law enforcement offi- 
cer of the area where the potential 
buyer resides, that official is to make 
a “reasonable effort” to determine if 
the potential buyer is a convicted 
felon, menially unstable or otherwise 


ineligible to buy a gun.

far-rcaching gun control measure 
approved in at Icist a decade. .

Congress 
has allotted S2(KI million to help states 
update and automate their criminal 
records for ihe system, 

Tlie Justice Dcpaftmcni, meanwhile, 
has released a report detailing the 
growing role of firearms in crime. 
Allhou^ Ihe overall violent crime rate 
declined in the list decade, the rate of 
offenses committed with pistols and 
revolvers rose from 9.2' percent in 
1979 to 12.7 percent in 1992, the 
report by the Bureau of Justice 
Statistics shows. From 1987 to 1992 
an average 858,(100 rapes, robberies 
and issaulls wiih:fircarms of all types 
were committed :innually. 

The report also noted that a nation- 
ally representative sample of stale 
inmates showed that among prisoners 
with prior adult criminal records, 23 
percent said they bought their weapon 
from a retail store.

Wave of arrests follows kUling 


JERUSALEM (AP) — In a bid to 
smother d.wave of Arab fury follow- 
ing the massacre at the Ibrahim 
Mosque, Israel’s Cabinet on Sunday 
ordered the arrest of Jewish extrem- 
ist leaders and said it will disarm 
hard-core settlers in the occupied 
territories. 

Environment Minister Yosai Sarid 
also announced that authoriliies will 
.start releasing some 800 to 1,000 
Palestinians held in Israeli prisons. 

Earlier, the army sealed off the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip 


for an indefinite period, blocking 
more than 1 million Palestinians 
from entering Israel. 

An army spokesman said the 
clampdown launched late Saturday 
was to prevent Arab attacks in bracl 
and anti-Arab attacks by Israelis. 

The actions by Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin’s Cabinet, which 
hod been expected, were 
announced amid a third day of vio- 
lence throughout the occupied ter- 
ritories. 

The unrest again spilled over into 


Jaffa near Tel Aviv and other nor- 
mally peaceful Arab towns in Israel. 

Thirty-nine Arabs were killed by a 
lone Jewish gunman who opened 
fire on kneeling worshipers in the 
mosque in Hebron on Friday. 
Another 24 have died in the subse- 
quent unrest. 

Sarid said that the 14-man Cabinet 
voted unanimously that the extrem- 
ists “will be forced to disarm" and 
that legal authorities were “instruct- 
ed to examine the possibility of out- 
lawing these extremist groups.” 
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Chuch bomb kills 9, 
injures 60 in Lebanon 


IjOUNIEH, Lebanon (AP) — A 
bomb exploded in a packed Maronite 
Catholic church Sunday, killing nine 
worshippers and wounding at least 60 
as they lined up in front of the altar to 
lake Communion, police and witnesses 
said. 

The carnage at Notre Dame Dc La 
Dclivrancc could have been far worse 
— a larger bomb was found inside the 
church’s organ and defased. 

The bombing, hard on the heels of 
the massacre of Maslims at a mosque 
in the Israeli-occupied West Bank, 

: underlined scope of the region’s rcli- 
^ gious animosities and the threat they 
pose to the Middle East peace process. 

It also marked a setback for Prime 
. . Ministcr.Rafik.Hariri.’s_cffprts to^ 
restore law and order after the 1975-90 
civil war that made his country notori- 
ous for violence. 

There was no immediate, claim of 
responsibility for the explosion in the 
Zouq Mikael neighborhood of Jounieh, 
12 miles north of Beirut. 

Police said the bomb was made up 
of two mortar shells connected to a det- 
onator and placed under a table sup- 
porting on icon of the Virgin Mary. 

The blast sent the'congregalion of 
about 250 people storming hysterically 
out of the church, passed pools of 
blood and piles of gloss shards and bro- 
ken pews.- 

"Thcrc was a lot of screaming as 
icons fell off the wall, benches broke 
• into pieces, bibics were shredded with 
pages flying all over thc church hall,” 
said As^iated Press reporter Bahjat 
Jnber, who was attending the service. 


The dead included a 4-ycar-old girl. 

Pieces of humtm flesh, tom clothe.s 
and shoes were still sattcred across the 
blood-soaked carpeting several' hours 
later. 

The blast blew off the lid of the 
church organ, revealing an even larger 
ordnance hidden iaside the iaslrumcnt. 
Police experts defused the second 
bbmb, made of four mortar shells con- 
nected to a single detonator. 

President Ointon drew a connection 
between the Lebanon bombing and the 
attack by a Jewish settler that killed 39 
Mu-slims in Hebron on Friday and start- 
ed a bloody rampage between Arabs 
and Jews in Israel and the occupied ter- 
ritories. 

‘The cx lrcmisLs have a com mon pur- 
posc: to promote division, strife and 
war. They must and will not be allowed 
to succeed,” said Qinlon. 

Hariri inspected the damage and said 
the explosion was “a plot oiricred from 
abroad.” 

Hariri, a Sunni Muslim, supports the 
deployment in Lebanon of 40,000 
Syrian Uoops, which is condemned by 
Maronites, the country’s largest 
Christian sect. 

The million-strong Maronite com- 
munity saw their traditional hold on 
political power erode during the coun- 
try’s civil war.

1 important that wc know what they’re up to.’’ 
That the Soviet KGB and its successor 
agency in Russia were apparently able, be- 
ginning in 1985, the first year of Mikhail 
Gorbachev's “perestroika,” to put on the, 
payroll a mid-level but vcry-well-plugg^-in 
CIA official is plainly a matter of political 
embarrassment and profound frustration. 
But any top government officials who were 
genuinely surprised by what was revealed 
this week arc guilty of world<lass disingen- 
uousness.

It hap- 
pens sometimes even among the oldest or 
best of friends, as eases a few years back in- 
volving french and Israeli espionage against 
the United States show. Anger is a warrant- 
ed reaction. But it would be foojish'ly self- 
wounding to let the Ames case deflect 
Washington. from pursuing policics-toward 
Russia that serve U.S. national interests. ' 
When all is said and done, it remains vitally 
important for America and the West to go 
on doing what they can to encourage the 
evolution of a Rasriia based on political plu- 
ralism and a frcc-markct economy. 

Meanwhile, the mess left by the Ames 
cose has to be cleaned up. The full extent of 
the horni done to U.S. agents and interests 
over the seven or eight years when pure- 
-gold information was being sold to the Rus- 
sians has to be evaluated. So too do the in- 
ternal security procedures for CIA employ- 
ees. The second rule in spying, after don’t 
get caught, is don't draw attention to your- 
self. Yet in their spending habits, the Ame- 
ses left a trail of glaring obviousness. 

Throughout the period of alleged spying, 
says the government, the Ameses’ expendi- 
tures exceeded their income by more than 
SI million. Did no one at the CIA whose job 
it is to take note of such coitspicuous con- 
sumption - the S540.000 home, the $40,000 
car, the S500.000 in credit-card charges — 
wonder where all the money could be com- 
ing from? 

President Clinton has praised the coun- 
terespionage work (lone to break this ease. 
No doubt the praise is' deserved. But still (o 
bc'cxploincd is why, given the Ameses' re- 
markably showy lifestyle, it took so long for 
the blc^ounds to get on the trail.

Keep wolves out of Idaho 

Wolf kill helped diminish s caribou herd of 
- 11,000 in 1989 to 3,500 in 1992 in part of Alas- 


ka. It is my understanding that the Fish and . 
Game Department of Alaska will ^ to kill off 
75 percent of the wolf population in this area 
for the next three years. 

There is virtually no domestic livestock in 
Alasko. Therefore, wolf killings ore not a prob- 
lem. However, in Minnesota, ncariy $27,000 per 
year is being spent for livestock killing and dam- 
age. In Montana, nearly S 1 9.000 per year is spent 
for. wolf control. In 1 99 1 , Congress provided spe- 
cial funding for wolf control in Montana. 

One wolf will eat 9 pounds of food per day, 
mostly meat. Thisbquals two adult deer per 
month. How many newborn fawn deer, elk or 
domestic livestock equal two adult deer? Alas- 
ka has about 7,000 wolves. Multiply this num- 
ber by two adult deer, ond it equals 14,000 deer 
per month or an cquivalmt in other animals. 

Wolves arc known to kill as much for fun os 
what is needed for food. Wolves ore known to 
scavenge at gaibagC;dumps and prey on salmon 
ot spawning areas. Also, wolves will kiU coy- 
otes and domestic dogs. Although wolves take 
the weak and the young first, they are very ag- 
gressive killers, being vciy capable of killing 
adult deer, caribou, elk and domestic livestock 

• onc-cn-one. 

Wolves weigh an average of80 to 1 10 
pounds with a length that spans up to 6 feet. It 
will be only d matter of time before on innocent 
camper, hiker or hunter is either killed or 
severely injured by an aggressive wolf. 

The very best reason I have found for the 
wolf recovery program is popularity of wolf art,’ 
wolf photography, wolf postcards, wolf sou- 
venirs for sale and wolf stories in books. From 
1963 to 1980, 38,500 people attended public 
wolf howb. With 7,000 wolves in Alaska and . 
adding what^s in Minnesota and Montano, it is 
hard to believe that they should remain on the 
endangered sp«ics list 
Do wc here in Idaho want to have the same 
mess by building up the wolf population, only 
to kill them off in a few years to protect yet an- 
other spec ies?

Vultures, unlike other birds of prey, have 
featherless hea^ and often necks, Hire turjeeys, 
so they won't dirty feathers os they dip their . 

Vultures, have 
strong beaks and weak feet (because th^ don't 
cany prey). Some vultures, including the black 
vulture, will hunt small animals but most often • 

feoi oh carrion. Because of their menu pre^e^ 
ences, most wltures, unlike other raptots, have a 
sense of smell. u 

' Buteos or buanrds, in contrast, are hunting | 
birds, although they will feed on carrion during v 

tough times. Buzrards of otir area i nclude red - 

’ ' tanedTsMuiSohs^ ienupnous.and roughleg ... 
hawks. They are fully feathered, some to their 
feet Most have large, strong feet for capturing, 
killing and carrying prey. 

The article incorrectly calling vultures buz- 
zards opinioned a horrible picture of a lone duck 
(was it fiozsn into the pond os happens rcguliu^ 
ly) bc^g killed by carnivorous birds. Many 
hunters and raptor enthusiasts would see nature 
happening. 

^glcs, falcons, hawks and owls would also 
kill a duck or ducks sitting on a pond. (They will 
also kill cats, but there is no record of even ea- 
gles killing children.) Are kill permits also being 
issued for their demise? 

Death con be a gruesome sight, but these birds 
were given protection knowing their predation 
and place in the ecosystem is beneficial. All 
birds of prey arc carnivorous. Most kill other an- 
imals (domestic animals should be confined dur- 
ing rrugration). The logic of this situation is es- 
caping me. There is a society problem when kill 
permits are issued because birds of prey ore ■ 
hunting ducks.

BOISE - Many Idaho cities ore looking 
at development impact fees to help them 
pay for the roadwork, sewer lines, police 
and Tire protection and other public ser- 
vices required by rapid growth. 

■ But Twin Falls City Manager Tom 
Courtney says the city should look careful- ' 
ly ot whether impact fees would make af- 
fordable housing even scarcer than it is 
now. 

“It would be a real dilemma for the city,” 
Cour^cy said Friday. 

He 'stressed that the current City Council 
hasn't discussed impact fees, and previous 
councils have given the matter only a cur- 
sory look. They haven’t had to do more, 
because under state law only Ada County 
and governmental units within Ada County 
can assess impact fees. 

But that iriay change. Earlier this week 
last week, ofticials of the Realtors’ , home- 
builders’ and' cities’ associations agreed on 
a compromise bill to allow all Idaho cities 
and counties to os^ss impact fees on new 
development. 

The measure also would permit school 
districts, highway districts and water and

sewer districts to impose impact fees, 
though school fees could not exceed one- 
half of 1 pcr;:cnt of a-property’s assessed 
value. 

At first blush. Twin Falls looks like on 
ideal candidate for impact fees: Rapid pop- 
ulation growth over the past few years has 
strained many city services, faster than in- 
creased property taxes have' been able to 
catch up. 

Impact fees also would take some of the 
heat off property taxes, consistently the 
least-liked of all taxes. 

But Twin Falls also has a shortage of 
low- and moderate-income housing, and 
impact fees could, if high enough, drive 
even more people out of the local housing 
maricct. 

’’Particularly in this area, there’s a prob- 
lem with people qualifying for homes,” 
said Courtney. “It may be that wc’ll have to 
shift part of our capital costs onto impact

HAILEY - Restricting hillside 
development is not as cut and dried 
as it might seem - just ask the 
Blaine. County Planning and Zoning

An original hillside ordinance, 
enacted in 1991, came under scruti- 
ny last year when property owners 
said it was not workable.

Planning commission member 
Tom Bowman said when the moun- 
tain overlay districts are mapped 
out, several factors will he taken into 
consideration. 

Among those arc steepness of the 
slope, distance from scenic travel- 
ways, distinctive topographical fea- 
tures, existing structures, islands of 
private land surrounded by public 
lands and the intensity of use of the 
travelway from the hillsides.

Olympic television ratings 
soar over previous games 

NEW YORK — Saturday’s ratings for 
the Winter Olympics were up 41 percent 
over two years ago, leaving overall ratings 
47 percent aliead of 1 992 with one night re- 
maining. 

CBS’ coverage got a 28.1 preliminary 
rating and a 42 share, Nielsen Media Re- 
search said Sunday. That compares to a 

16.1 rating and a 28 share on the next-to- 
last night of the Albertville Games. 

The overall average for 1 5 nights is a 

28.1 rating and a 42 share, up from n 19.1 
rating and a 30 share in 1992. 

The rating is the percentage of television 
households in the United Slates, and each 
point represents 942,000 homes. The share 
is the percentage of televisions on at the 
time that arc tuned to a program. 

CBS’s rating for Saturday was down 29 
percent from the 43.9 on Friday night, 
when Tonya Harding ond Nancy-Kerrigan 
appeared in tiie women’s figure skntiiig fi- 
nal. CBS on Sunday estimated the audience 
on Friday night was 1 19,153,000, the 
eighth-hi^est for a progam in the history 
ofU.S. television.

Noihvegians can party 
as well as they can ski

LILLEHAMMER — So there I was. in 
minus- 1 3 (that’s Farcnheit, folks) weather 
with 150,000 of my new, closest friends, 
dancing to the thcmc'from "Ghostbusicrs” 
and cheering wildly for Vegard Ulvang. 

That’s what three weeks in Norway will 
do to a person. 

A month ago, I didn’t know who Ulvang 
was. Couldn’t imagine watching cross- 
country skiing. Didn't fathom that 1 would 
be doing anything in minus- 13 weather be- 
sides running for cover. And knew only 
that Norway had a lot of s'h’ow, hence Nor- 
way was hosting the Winter Olympics. 

Norway not only hosted. It won the gold. 

Literally. In the XVII Winter Olympics, 
Norway won 26 medals, more than any 
other country. And Norway’s 10 gold 
medals were second only to Russia’s 
eleven. 

But more memorable than their winter- 
sports prowess, will be the Norwegian peo- 
ple’s ability to throw the biggest, coldest 
party ever. 


Top this Atlanta. 

In the months leading to the Games, 
there was a lot of talk about the dark, 
somber Scandinavians, jokes about how 
they were ordering Olympic smile braces 
— hooks in their mouths that would actual- 
ly force Norwegians to smile. 

Never saw them. They didn’t need them. 

"All the smiles even surprised me,” said 
Gerhard Heiberg, president of the Lillc- 
hommer Olympic Organizing Committee. 

These are the friendliest, most polite peo- 
ple in the world, even to journalists. At 4 
a.m. they found transportation for weary 
Californians, whose deadlines fall shortly 
before dawn, transportation back to little 
wooden cabins. They stayed calm in the 
face of hundreds of riotous reporters anx- 
ious to get tickets for Tonya and Nancy. 

Before the games everyone was worried 
about how such a small town could handle 
the crush of fans, and they handled it order- 
ly and beautifully.

Trolls ond sprites from Norway’s folk- 
lore. and skiers and skaters from across 
the world took one last curtain call in the 
Lillehammcr snow as the Olympics came 
to a dazzling «id at dosing ceremonies 
Sunday night 

Fireworiis burst over the illuminated 
ski jumps, torches lit up the hillsides, and 
40.000 spectators held aloft a twinkling 
-sca of tiny floshli^ts, compensating for 
the snuffing out of the Olympic flame. 

Juan Antonio Samaranch, president of 
the Intcroational Olympic Committee, 
called the people of Norway “the real 
winners of these magic Games." 

“You have presented to the entire 
world the best Olympic Winter Games 
ever,” he said. 

The crowd cheered lustily at Sama- 
ranch's praise, then booed when he pro- 
nounced the Games over. No one wanted 
them to end, ond the Norwegians sang 
one lost impromptu round of "Victory Is 
Ours," the chant with which they feted 
their parade of medalists during the 16 
days of competition.

The ceremonies ended with a poitrayal 
of Norwegian talcs of good prcvoiling 
over evil. There were video clips of the 
Games’ most memorable morpents, a 
look ahead to 1998 and a remembenmee 
of Sarajevo — the war-ravaged host of 
the 1984 WinterGomes. 

Gold medal winners mingled with 
also-rans as the athletes streamed infor- 
mally into the arena, snapping pho- 
tographs, waving to friends.

Alan Rothenberg. chairman ofthc 
U.S. organizers, said it was unrealis- 
tic lo .expect more coverage.withoui 
n major national league. Joao 
Havciange. the head of soccer's 
world governing body, said in 
December he was happy with any 
improvement. 

It appears a)) of the approximately 


3.5 million tickcLs for the 52 games 
will be sold, but a large percentage 
was designated for foreigners and 
insiders in the U.S. soccer commu- 
nity. 

The 20 percent who arc aware the 
tournament is in the United States 
represents an increa.se — up from 13 
percent in a similar Harris Poll last 
October. The 18 percent who know 
the World Cup will be played in 
1994 was up from II percent. in 
October. 

The 25 percent figure of those 
who arc aware the World Cup 
involves soccer is up from 21 per- 
cent last autumn.

The primary cost of widgets, for exam- 
ple, is what the manufacturer paid for wid- 
get parts, and the Hourly wage he paid an 
employee to moke it. 

The manufacturer sells the widgets to a 
distributor, and the distributor in turn puts a 
modest mark-up on the cost to support him- 


self. The distributor sells the widge& to the 
retail store at that rate. . 

The retail store adds its mark-up and.of- 
fers widgets 10 the retail-paying customer. 

“Wc all only make about 1-2 percent, 
(profit) when it’s all said and'flooe,!’ 
Knowlton said. Retail and other stor« must 
pay for their "salespeople, lighting, carpet, 
advenising, oak, mirrors — they gcHtn pay 


for that. I don’t believe any business is run- ' 
ning outrageous margins to pad their pock- 
ets, but they’re charging what they have to 
make money."

KILLER CATS? Millions of the nation's 57 mil- 
lion house cats may harbor bacteria that could kill 
their human masten. In healthy people, the bacteria 
ore harmless. But in anyone whose immune system 
is weak — including the elderly and individuals car- 
rying the AIDS virus — the germs cause severe 
fever, skin lesions end other symptoms that could be 
fatal if not treated with antibiotics, says a report -in 
last week’s Journal of the American Medical Associ- 
ation. 'The threat is from a microbe called R. hense- 
,loe that is transmitted to hun^ons by a cat's bite or' 
scratch. The same microbe apparently causes cat 
scratch fever, which afflicts about 22,000 Americans 
each year with a low-grade fever. Cats that cony the 
microbe do not get sick.

As his interest in canyoneering 
intensified, Fisher began visiting 
Mexico's Copper Canyon, which 
actually is a series of five canyons, 
each at least us deep as the Grand 
Canyon. ; 

While most tourists are content to 
peer into the canyon from the top. 
Fisher prefers hackpacking into the 
remote depths of the gorge where few 
Americans venture. 

He has become a champion of the 
canyon's native Tarahumara Indians, 
whose subsistence lifestyle and ancient 
culture arc being endangered by log- 
ging and tourism. 

"When I first siarlcd visiting, I was 
amazed," Fisher sjiys. "It was like step- 
ping into ihc 1880s. 1 had never 
dreamed that you could live that way in 
the modem world.”- 

Because of the remote location of 
their villages, running long distances is 
common among the Tarahumara. It is a 
popular tradition for villagers to run 
against one another in long-distance 
races through the mountains. 

Fisher and his wife, ultramaralhon 
runner Kitty Williams, have brought 
attention to the Tarahuriiaras' plight by 
twice bringing a group of them to 
Colorado to compete in the Lcadvilic 
Trail 100-Mile Run. 

It is nol-unusual forTarahumara run- 
ners to cover such long distances dur- 
ing their intcrvillagc races. The differ- 
ence IS tnai (Hey -Ai.i>;ir handmade 


huaruchc sandals instead of expensive 
running 'shoes and they kick a small 
ball while they run, , 

Although the Tarahumara runners 
didn't fare well in the 1992 
Lcadvilic race, they placed first, sec- 
ond and fifth in 1993. The winner 
was 55 years old. 

Fisher says that the runners have 
become spokesmen for their people 
and that their appearances at American 
races have increased awareness of their 
plight. 

Runner’s World magazine published 
a major story on Ihc Tarahumara in 
December, __ ; 

"They have been opposed to logging 
in the region for 25 years, but nobody 
listened to them before," Fisher says. 
"And few people on this side of the 
border had even heard of them. Now 
people arc listening."

If 1 were allowed bul three

When none of the above-men- 
tioned approaches prompted them 
to instant cooperation, we'd gi^l 
frustrated. "What do we have to 
do to gct .you to listen?" we’d 
whine. "What does it take to get 
you to pitch in and be even the 
slightest bit helpful around here?" 

Then we'd get mad. Tlicn we’d 
yell. Then we’d feel had because 
although we’d got them to do 
what wc wanted, they’d done it 
with this hangdog look that .spoke 
of a major drop in self-esteem, 
and so, fearing that we'd inflicted 
lesions on their psyches, we’d 
apologize and ask them to please 
overlook our Io.ss of composure, 
that we were having a "had day”

Confusion. It reigned over the 
Rosemond household when our 
children were young.

The faces of spring arc dewy 
and fresh; soft but sexy; iridescent 
but subtle. 

What does that mean for your 
makeup collection? 

Spring cleaning. 

Go through your lipsticks. Toss 
out those dark, matte colors, such 
as port, burgundy and sherry. But 
save the true reds. Ditch the 
muddy browns. Bul save the 
coral-browns and pinkish-brown.s. 

Before you invest in a wrinkled 
linen suit, a silver kill, an apron 
dress or a baby doll frock, the 
cheapest, easiest way to update 
your style for spring is with a lube 
of lipstick -- S12 if you splurge. 
Pink tones, plea.se. 

Now check out your blushes, 
foundations and eye shadows. If 
they all arc matte on your skin, 
you need to replace at least .some 
of them. 

Wc know you've spent the last 
couple of seasons muttering the 
makeup mantra: matte, malic, 
malic. Stop it. The rules have 
changed for spring. 

So wc.asked several makeup 
artists for lips on how to create the 
spring face. 

What do you need? Perhaps 
more important, what should you 
avoid? 

Skin 

U.se a light hand with founda- 
tion.' 

That's'truc for most seasons, bul 
it's never been more true than for 
spring, when faces should be 
lighter and more natural-looking. 

How much makeup is too 
much? Generally, if you can see 
the makeup on your face, you've 
gone overboard. Think of makeup 
as enhancement, not camouflage. 
For most women, a nickcl-sized 
dollop of foundation is plenty for 
the entire face. 

‘ Again, forget the notion of a 
completely dry, matte finish. For 
spring, makeup should look dewy, 
even slightly moist. Think .healthy 
glow. 

Begin with a foundation that's 
right for your skin — oil-based, 
waterrbased. pore minimizer. 
whatever. You can apply powder 
to take the .shine off your nose. 
l)ut otherwise, you can probably 
skip the powder. 



FreshnesB and subtlety are the 
hallmarks of this spring's look 
In makeup. 

If you have dry or combination 
skin, try a cream blush. If your 
skin is oily, opt for powder blush 
with slight iridescence. In either 
case, go for pinkish tones. (When 
makeup folks say pink, by the 
way, they mean brown-roses and 
brown-corals, no! bubble gum 
pink.) 

Remember this rule for .spring: 
•‘Everything in moderation." says 
Todd Skog of Salon Kennicc 
Bashar in Birmingham, Mich. “I 
like a woman’s own beauty to 
show through rather than trying to 
be .someone that they’re not. 

“Thai's what I’m most excited 
about. I mean, seeing (supermod'-’ 
cl) Linda Evangelista without, 
makeup on is a big deal. A lot of 
people don’t really know what a 
turning point that is in fashion and 
makeup. Like with freckles. Now 
you sec freckles on models wheh 
before you always covered them 
up." 

Eyebrows 

Perhaps, last year you plucked 
your brows to within a sliver of 
their lives to achieve that ultra- 
thin. ultra-defined, ultra-arched 
brow. Hope jhey grow back. 
Quick. 

For spring, brows arc still 
defined and arched, bul not nearly 
so thin. They’re somewhere 
between a Brooke Shields’ cater- 
pillar look and a *40s glamour 
puss look. 


"I think really .well-groomed 
brows are always important,” says 
Wendy Whilclaw of Lori Karbcl 
in Birmingham. “They define the 
face." 

Brush out the eyebrow, says 
Hanan Ajlunl of Hanan Cosmetics 
in Beverly Hills, Mich. Define 
them with a powder or a pencil. 
Then "clean up” the brow line, but 
don’t pluck with abandon! .That 
means plucking out stray hairs 
that grow below the brow arch or 
between the brows. But leave nat- 
ural fullness intact. 

■ .Eyes 

This is the one area where the 
spring face veers off from its nat- 
ural, fresh-faced direction. Eyes 
are the place for drama. 

The big buzz this season is 
about kohl, a look with origins in 
Egypt, where women used a kohl 
powder to draw a dark line around 
the eye. That's not to say the goal 
is to look like Cleopatra. 

For spring, kohl refers to a soft 
— and yes, slightly greasy — eye 
pencil. Runway faces featured 
dark, .smudged, kohl-rimmed eyes 
paired with soft lips. 

Makeup artists recommend han- 
dling kohl with care. Draw precise 
circle.s around your eyes and 
you'll wind up looking like a rac- 
coon. Smudge the kohl too much 
and you’ll look like yotl were on 
the losing side of a fist fight. 

Hanan advises drawing only a 
thin line across the tpp'of the eye, 
then smudging .it slightly. 
.Whilelaw ihiiiks rimming the 
entire eye is OK, 'but adds these 
words of caution: Use a brown or 
brown-black pencil; pure black is 
just too harsh. 

Line the top eyelid from the 
inner corner to the outer corner. 
Line ihp bottom eyelid only from 
the middle of the eye to the outer 
corner. Smudge both lines. 

"Don’t go' too close to the 
nose," Whitclaw says. “That gives 
a tense expression and the look 
should be very .soft." 

For an even more dramatic look, 
you could line the bottom inside 
of the eye from the inner corner to 
the outer corner. But some experts 
suy lining the inside of the eye 
makes you more susceptible to 
eye infections. 

Also, not everyone should par- 
ticipate in the kohl trend. 

"On too small an eye. it'll close 


the eye up and make it look even 
smaller," Skog says. 

As for eye shadow, now is the 
time to try iridescent shades rather 
than matte ones. 

Mascara is still part of the 
spring face, bul a light sweep will 
usually suffice. 

With all that kohl rimming the 
eyes, heavy-duty mascara is hard- 
ly crucial for a dramatic look. 

Lips 

That super-matte look, the one 
that meant lipstick had to be 
scrubbed off with a washcloth, is 
over.' 

Lips should look moist. While 
no one is advocating gooey lip 
gloss that smells like strawberries, 
sheen Is hot. Newer matte lipstick 
formulas arc creamier and don’t 
make the lips look or feel dry. 

Hanan offers something she 
calls “veils." These arc lipsticks 
with translucent color that can be 
worn alone or over another, more 
opaque, color to add a bit of 
sheen. 

“We’ve seen matte for so long 
that a lip with a little shine is 
sexy.” Skog says, pointing out 
that fashion is "getting back to 
glamour and sexy, with hemlines 
going up. plus we're seeing 
pumps again and heels again." 

• The drawback: you’ll have to 
reapply a creamy lipstick more 
often. But, Skog says, “it’s kind of 
sexy to pull out that lipstick and 
compact and reapply it." Colors? 
PinkslThink.mauvcs, purples and 
browns with pink undertones. If 
you have darker skin, think about 
cherry reds. 

A few favorites of the experts: 
Coffee Bean by Revlon; Amber 
by Kiehl (available by special 
order through Barneys New 
York): Purity by Poppy (a new 
line available al Barneys); and 
Toasted Pink by Bobbi Brown 
Essentials, available at Neiman 
.Marcus. 

With dramatic eyes, you should 
avoid super-pale lip.s in favor of 
some color balance on your face, 
Hunan .says. 

But — and this is the tricky part 
you don’t want perfect balance. 
Don't do dark-rimmed eyes paired 
with shellacked lips, or you'll 
look like RuPaul. 

And ... lick'tock, tick-lock, 
RuPaul is over.

A few years ago, when Ralph 
Williams noticed the faintest hint of 
crow's feet around his eyes, he was 
amused.

And like a lot of the 
membere of the baby-boom generation, 
for whom getting older is just now 
beginning to be a reality, he's confused 
by all of the things he’s read ami seen 
about the ircaimcnt and prevention of 
wrinkles — those things he iliougtu 
only old people got.

Unwilling to go down without a 
fight? 'There arc some steps you can 

take to eliminate the wrinkles that 
are already there. 

They include: 

Cbemlcal peel, $250 to $3,600 — 
This works best on wrinkles around 
the mouth, forehead and eyes. A 
chemical solution is applied lo the 
top layer of skin, which separates 
from the lower layer. The top layer 
reddens, and a subsequent crust is 
gone after several day.s. It can cau.se 
scarring, infection, abnormal pig- 
mentation. The new skin — smooth 
and pink — appears after about two 
wce^. It is thought to be permanent. 

Dennabrasioo, $350 to $3,000 — 
This can eliminate or reduce wrin- 
kles on the upper or lower lips, as 
well os scarring from chicken pox or 
superficial acne. A rotary instrument 
sands irregularities from the skin. It 
can cause infection and scarring. 
The swelling that follows disappears 


after four to five days. It is thought 
to be permanent. 

Blepbaroplasty (eyelid surgery), 
$2,500 to $5,000 — This removes 
excess wrinkles on upper lids and 
bags under the eyes. After a local or 
general anesthetic, an incision fol- 
lowing natural lines is made on the 
upper or lower eye lids. Excess skin, 
fat or muscle are removed, and the 
cut is sutured. The sutures arc 
removed after a few days. The 
patient can expect swelling or bruis- 
ing for two Co three weeks. A possi- 
ble side effect: The upper eyelid 
may not close completely or normal- 
ly for up to a year. Upper eyelid 
surgery lasts 10 years; lower eye 
surgery should be permanent. 

Facelift, $5,000 to $15,000 —

More than half of American women 
believe using birth-control pills is a 
health hazard, but this is a sharp 
decline from eight years ago. when 
more than three-quarters held that 
view, according to a new survey. 

The poll, conducted by the Gallop 
Organization for the American College 
of Obstetricians and Gynecologists, 
found that 54 percent of those surveyed 
said there arc substantial risks, down 
from 76 percent in 1985. 

ACOG palls oral contraceptives 
"very safe" and .sayyscrioas problems ■ 
related to birth-control pill use "arc 
very rare." The most serious possible 
complication is development of blwxJ 
clots, more likely in women who 
smoke heavily, have hi{^ bhxid pres- 
sure or high cholesterol levels, suffer 
from diabetes or arc overweight. 

Many of those surveyed believe 
birth-control pills increase the risk of 
cancer. In fad, said ACOG President 
Richard S. Hollis, birth-control pills 
prevent some cancels, including ovari- 
an and endometrial. Only 6 percent of 
those surveyed were aware of that licn- 
cfil. Nearly two-thirds said oral contra- 
ceptive use is at least as risky as child- 
birth. Bui chfldbcaring carries twice the 
risk of death, ACOG says. 

Results were based on telephone 
interviews in August and September 
l993with997womai 18 and older. 

Eighty-six percent of those inter- 
viewed. and 91 percent using the pill, 
said oral contraceptives arc not safe 
cnou^ to|buy without a diKlor's pre- 
scription. . 

Early la!>l year, the Food and Drug 
Adminislnjtion said it would look into 
making 'birth-control pills available 
without prescription, but the idea was 
quickly put on a back burner.

If a birth-control-pill manufacturer 
.applied U) the FDA to have the contra- 
ceptive changed from prescription lo 
non-prcscription status, the FDA then 
would look into whctlicr taking it over- 
the-counter could be done safely, said 
Carol Scheman, deputy commissioner 
for external affairs. 

Scheman said such applications arc 
confidential. Tlte subject is controver- 
sial among physicians and family plan- 
ners. Some say the pill is safe for over- 
the-counter sales, which they say 
would promote mure cffeciive birth 


control. Others say doctors need to 
screcn.women for risk factors before 
they take pills, even in the current low- 
dosage forms. 

Hollis colled for more education 
about contraception, noting the high 
number of accidental pregnancies, 
“More than half of all pregnancies in 
the United Slates arc unintended," 
Hollis said. "Although the level of 
uriderstanding about contraception has 
improved over the last eight years, the 
medical profession still needs lo do

And she stopped exercising, 
despite being a runner, golfer and ski 
team member at Ann Arbor (Mich.)

By the end of freshman year, 
Hamilton’s weight grew from 125 to 
140 pounds. A summer of exercise 
helped take the pounds off. and better 
eating habits have kept Hamilton, 
who is 5-fool-5-inches and now a 
lunior, at a stable weight. 

What happened to Hamilton hap- 
pcas to many college students, who 
pile on an extra 10, IS or 20 pounds 
os dormitory dwellers. 


Hamilton and some other victims 
of the Freshman 15 arc interviewed 
about their fatty eating habits in a 
new nutritionally sound book by two 
Michigan authors, "The Student 
Body” (Berkley Books, New York). 

The authors, Jill Drown and Jane 
Myers, did their research by visiting 
college cafeterias across the countiy. 
They counted fat grams along the 
way. noting, for example, on a visit to 
the University of Michigan's South 
Quad cafeteria such offerings as the 
egg salad croissant (a no-no at 40 
grams of fat), hot beef and gravy 
sandwich (12 grams) and the spinach 
lasagna (25 grams).

Osteoporosis preventable, but experts fear effect on baby boome 


Some older women with osteo- 
porosis have lost so much spina! 
bbnc that their ribs are resting on 
mir pelvis. 

For others, a fairly strong sneeze 
or cough can cause a spinal vertebra 
to collapse. 

Osteoporosis is a debilitating loss 
of bone that can lead to, among 
other things, an irrevocably curved 
spine — a dowager's hump — or a 
hip fracture requiring surgery and 
weeks of painful recuperation. 

■It's a disease that can be prevent- 
ed in many people with the right 
combination of 'diet and exercise. 
Yet experts fear it could become one 
"of the country’s more devastating — 
and e;i^nsive — medical conditions 
a^ today’s “baby boomers" reach 
their 60s and 70s. 

Osteoporosis already affects 20 
.. million Americans and costs the 
country $1Q billion a year. The 
National Osteoporosis Foundation 
forecasts that, by the year 2020, the 
annual bill may total $62 billion. 
“Osteoporosis is a huge public 
■ health problem — no question about 
. it,” said Dr. Mark Ettinger, a Stuart, 
Fla., physician who is using an 
experimental medication to try 
reversing at Ica.<>t a few of the disor- 
der’s disabling effects in his 
patients. 

The condition is particularly trou- 
bling for women from about age 55 
onward because the lack of estrogen 
production after menopause acceler- 
ates bone loss. 

Thc.bonc loss is even more pro- 
nounced in women who smoke, 
drinker consume excessive amounts 
of cafleine. Race and body build arc 
also factors: One in every four while 
and Asian women develop the con- 
dition, especially those who are thin. 

Mounting evidence indicates, 
however, that a combination of exer- 
cise and the replacement of calcium 
and estrogen can help preserve bone 
mass in post-menopausal women. 

Exercise alone won’t do it, 
according to studies conducted in 
Australia. Exercise and estrogen- 
replacement therapy work best, 
reversing some of the bone loss. 
Exercise plus 1 gram of calcium a 
day works almost as well as tbe 
estrogen regimen, which can have 
unhealthy side effects for some 
patients. 

But childhood is the time to start 
building bones to protect against 
osteoporosis in old age, says Alice 


All calcium supplements are 
not equal. Ask your physician to 
recommend one that meets 
United Stales Pharmacopeia 
(USP) standards. If you arc^ 
unsure about a tablet, you can test 
how well it disintegrates in the 
body. Place it in 6 ounces of 
vinegar at room temperature. If it 
has not dissolved in 30 minutes it 
will not dissolve in your stomach. 

The best natural sources of calci- 
um arc milk, cheese, yogurt, butter- 
milk and other dairy products. 
Other good sources include salmon, 
green leafy vegetables and tofu.

Bones arc a complex latticework 
of calcium, phosphorus and other 
minerals. But the calcium is con- 
stantly leached away by the body for 
an array of biological functions, 
from maintaining the chemical 
integrity of cells to transmitting 
nerve impulses. 

During childhood and young 
adulthood, bone formation outpaces 
this bone destruction. Once peak 
bone mass is reached, however — 
sorhewhcrc between the age of 25 
and 35 — bone destruefion begins to 
outpace bone formation. 

And even though osteoporosis is 
most often associated with older' 
women, it caOjO^r in younger ones 
as well. Thfrflsorder is prevalent, 
for instance, in younger women who 
begin menstruation after the age of 
15, experience irregular periods, or 
suffer from anorexia nervosa or 
bulimia. 

Elite athletes, professional dan«rs 
and women who exercise excessive- 
ly also can exhibit early signs of the 
tone-depicting condition. 
MacMahon says children should

“It’s like saving up for retirement, 
putting calcium in the bone bank," 
she said. 

Unfortunately, figure-conscious 
teen-age girls lend to cut back dra- 
matically on their milk and cheese ' 
consumption at a time when they 
should be consuming calcium''to 
build bone mass. 

To counter that tendency, nutri- 
tionists note that iow-fal and skim 
milk are now readily available in 
supermarkets,' along with calcium- 
rich foods such as nonfat yogurt, 
collard greens and fish. 

Weight-bearing exercises help 
keep bones strong, MacMahon says. 
Overweight women, for example, 
rarely develop osteoporosis because 
the sheer weight 'of their bodies 
helps strengthen (heir bones (though 
doctors warn that obesity carries 
other health risks). 

“Walking is the best exercise. It 
spares the joints and it is weight- 
bearing," MacMahon said. 

As doctors learn more about treat- 
ing the condition, they also arc 
learning more about who Is vulnera- 
ble. 

For instance, many doctors once 
thought black women didn’t gel 
osteoporosis, said Dr. Tomas 
Bocanegra, clinical assistant profes- 


sor of medicine at the University of 
South Florida in Tampa. It was con- 
sideted a white woman's disease. 

Bui Docanegra believes osteo- 
porosis simply may begin later in 
life for some black women. He is 
beginning a new study of bone den- 
sity among posl-mcnopausal black 
women to get an idea of the perva- 
siveness of the disorder. 

And just as women begin losing 
bone mass with the loss of estrogen, 
so do men as icstusicronc levels 
decline. By old age, some men' 
develop pronounced ca.scs:of osteo- 
porosis that lead to fractures, espe- 
cially of the hip. 

Once bone destruction starts to 
outstrip bone formation, the archi- 
tecture of a person’s bones changes. 
They become softer, more porous 
and. eventually, more vulnerable to- 
breaks. 

Depiction of bone in (he .spinal 
column, forycxamplc. accounts for 
the loss of height typical among 
people with os(coporosis. 

MacMahon and a growing number 
of other women’s health .specialists 
recommend that all women get a 
baseline bone scan at about age 35. 
so a phy.sician can determine how 
much bone mass already may have 
been lost. 

There are about a half-dozen 
methods that doctors use to measure 
bone mass, some more precise tiian 
others. They range from X-rays, 
which are useful only for revealing 
fractures, to specially adapted CT 
scans, to a relatively new bone scan- 
ner known as a DXA. s 

DXA is short for dual-energy X- 
ray absorptiometry, which can mea- 
sure the amount of bone tis.suc in a 
hip or spine. It delivers a lower radi- 
ation dose than a chest X-ray and 
differs from conventional X-ray 
ttohnology by aiming a pcncil-thin 
beam at only the areas to be exam- 
ined, said'Joseph Haimbcrg. presi- 
dent of Bon-Bonc Medical Imaging 
Inc., which offers DXA .scans in 
Orlando. 

“With DXA. you’re not just tak- 
ing a picture of the bone, you're 
ihcasuring the dcasiiy of the bone," 
Haimbcrg said. A primary benefit of 
DXA, he said, is that it delivers less 
radiation to patients. 

Costs vary depending on the 
extensiveness of the screening. A 



Here arc some myths about 
osteoporosis and reasons why 
they don't hold up: 

1. Osteoporosis is not serious 
enough for me to worry about. 

Osteoporosis is serious because 
it progressively and irreversibly 
weakens our bones to the point 
that any movement, even a bump' 
or fall, can cause a painful, debil- 
itating fracture of the hip, spine 
or other bones. Chronic pain and 
^disability can permanently 
change the way you live, work 
and enjoy your free time. One 
frequent outcome of osteoporosis 
is hip fracture, which each year 
causes 50,000 deaths, nearly as 
many as auto fatalities. In many 
of the victims the fractures cause 
blood clots, which lead to death. 
Others develop infections, mainly 
pneumonia, which affects the 
weakened elderly while they arc 
hospitalized. 

2. 1 am a healthy person. 1 do 
the right thingit I am not at risk. 

Unfortunately, we can't feel 
how strong our bones arc. That's 
why osteoporosis is called a 
"silent thief." Without knowing 
it, you could be lo.sing bone tis- 
sue, even if you think you're 
doing the right things, including 
exercise and eating a calcium- 
rich diet. Osico’porosis is increas- 
ingly widcsptcud. One in two 
wonicn and one in five men have 
a lifetime risk of developing frac- 

doctor may need to scan only the 
wrist to get an idea of bone loss. But 
a more involved .scan may be 
requircd'for a woman suffering 
severe ostooporosis. 

The National Osteoporosis 
Foundation takes a conservative 
stance on such scans. It has devel- 
oped a list of guidelines for doctors 
to indicate when imaging should be 
performed. The foundation also docs 
not endorse one scanning method 
over another.

It’s never loo early to prevent 
oslcopo^^osis.

Tlic fact is that bone 
is a living, growing tissue that 
constantly rebuilds. Done 
strength incrca.scs during our 
youth until "peak, bone pass" is 
reached somewhere around age 
35. After that, everyone gradually 
loses bone mass because more 
bone tissue is removed than gen- 
erated. 

When bone loss is excessive, 
such as when women lose the 
protective effects of estrogen 
after menopause, osteoporosis 
may develop. This is why women 
arc at greater risk for osteoporo- 
sis and the fractures that accom- 


anything about osteoporosis. 

Osteoporosis defined as 
excessive loss of bone tissue. 
Bones break when they become 
loo thin and loo weak. Although 
bone loss is irreversible, it’s 
never loo laic to take steps to 
slow or stop the further loss of 
hone. The time to delect osteo- 
porosis is before so much bone is 
lost that debilitating fractures 
occur.

His organization's Food and 
Nutrition Buo^d publislic.s the coun- 
try's official Required Daily 
Allowances. The first RDAs edition 
in 1943 had no mention of water. 
Two years later, the second edition 
changed that. 

"A suitable allowance of water for 
adults is 2.5 liters (83 ounces) daily 
in most instances," the book .statevr 
"An ordinary standard for diverse 
people is I milliliter for each caloric 
of food. Most of this quantity is con- 
tained in prepared food.s." 

Somehow, the final sentence was 
lust in the translation. Most doctors 
and nutritionists .say we don't need 
to drink every one of those eight 
gla.sscs of water if wc cal the proper 
food.s.

"Everybody isdookin'g for one sin- 
gle reason why it fell," said Eugene 
Borza, professor of ancient. history — 
at Penn State. “Of course, it's more 
complex. There were all kinds of 
administrative and economic factors. 

"It’s an easy theory. Lead is bad 
and Romans had it in (heir water." 

If only they’d known ... 

Guess the Roman.s didn’t know 
about phosphates. Chicago i.s now 
adding phosphates to its water, due 
to the earlier lead-test failures. Tlic 
pho.sphalcs coal the inner piping and 
prevent the water from mingling 
with lead. 

According to JSC Group's envi- 
ronmental consultant Johanna Platt, 
putting phosphates in the water is a 
“great first step.” But she acknowl- 
edges it will be .some lime before the 
minerals can take hold. 

Platt said there is a simple solution 
for anyone concerned with lead or 
other contaminants coming from the 
lap. Run your water for a minulc or 
two. letting it Become fully cold. Tliis 
eliminates any standing water,, though 
(hat may be hani to do in a hij^-rlsc. 

“Never use hot water for drinking 
or cooking," Platt said. “It Icachcs 
lead more easily."

“I WO.S shocked," Mys Calvin Klein 
of his reaction to a Fairchild 
Publications survey lost fall narfling 
him just (hat and trumpeting the fact 
across the front page of Women's 
Wear Daily. 

It's hard to imagine shocking Klein, 
a man who has done- more than his 
share of shocking America with 
everything from an adolescent Brooke 
Shields confiding that nothing came 
^iween her and her Calvins to a nude 
woman being nuzzled by three men in 
the original Obsession ads to rapper 
Marky Mark wearing Calvin Klein 
underwear while grabbing his crotch. 

But his shock quickly turned to 
“delight," say.s the 51-ycar-old lOcin, 
a man with much to be delighted 
aboul these days. A few weeks ago he 
became (he first designer to receive in 
the same year outstanding design 
awards in both womenswear and 
menswear from the Council of 
Fashion Designers of America. He 
had won Ihc Womenswear Designer 
uf (he Year accolade three limes pre- 
viously, in 1982, 1983 and 1986. 

Lost week he was given the Mary 
Aon Magnin Award, named after the 
founder of I. Magnin, at the San 
Franci-sco Museum of Modem /Vrt’s 
annual Valentine Ball, which is spon- 
sored by the chain. 

Some designers might feel awords 
and allenlion create additional .pres- 
sure, but Klein disinisses the notion. 
"1 put pressure on myself. It doesn’t 
come from the outside, it’s not what 
people expect of me as much as what 
1 expect of myself and my company. 

- !‘I love what I do; I’m the luckiest 


person in the whole world,” 

Even controversy doesn't get Klein 
down. 

"Controversy seems to follow me," 
he acknowlcdge.s with a grin. "1 don't 
set out id make things conlrovcrsinl. I 
want to tell the story of what the fra- 
grance is and what the clothes arc 
about. I try to work with the best pho- ' 
logruphers, and I like the advertise- 
ments to be CTcaiivc. I'm not afraid to 
take risk.s, and it stirs up the emotions. 
Sometimes people get upset. It tends 
to be a surprise to me." 

Klein is particularly surprised at 
criticism that he’s promoting anorexia 
through the use of waif m^els .such 
as Kate Moss, who is featured promi- 
nently and unclothed in his current 
Obsession fragrance ads. 

"Tliere's something about thinness 
that upsets a lot of people," he says, 
pointing to the controversy sunound- 
ing Twiggy more than (wo decades 
ago. 

"With Kate it's genetic. The kid 
cau like crazy: we'd all like to eat like 
her. It's her age and genetics.” 

“What upsets me more was how no 
one said anything during Ihe excess 
period of the ‘80s when women were 
doing things to their bodies that were 
frightening. Distorting their bodies 
through plastic surgery — breast 
implants, liposuction. It was all so 
unnatural. I would not use any of Ihc 
models who were destroying their 
bodies." 

While Moss is very much the 
modcl-of-lhe-moment and Klein 
made her so, he poinls out that in the 
past two years he has also mode a 
point of using models that ore older 
and not as thin. Models such as 
Lauren Hutton, Rosanna Vela and • 
Patti Honsen have appeared in his 
shows and ads.

CHICAGO — When John Harrington hmrs 
the pundits crowing about the booming econo- 
my, he can offer proof, loo. It’s ri^l there in his 
paycheck,' summed up in one word; overtime: 
Five extra hours, maybe 10 a. week, if he's 
luc)cy. An extra day’s pay won’t make his fami- 
ly rich. But it’s a notch up oylheir security lad- 
der — and that’s good cnoaglt for the veteran 
truck driver. • 

“Everything looked dismal three, four years 
ago,’’ Harrington says, “Now. I’m more opti 
mistic. I read the newspapers and see all the 
positive things. If people arc buying and spend 
tng money, then I’m working. That’s the bol 
tom line." 

It hasn’t been that way very long. About 
years ago, the trucking company Harrington 
had worked for since he was 18 closed — just 
two months after he and his wife, Ellen, bought 
a new hou.se. 

What followed was a domino-like procession 
of trouble. 

Nine months without a job. Savings depleted. 
Two mortgages to mcc\, one from their former 
house. And a new worry: health insurance. Har^ 
rington’s mother-in-law made the $250 monthly 
payments. 

“At first, he said, 'I’ll be working in 
mo^th,’’’ Mrs. Harrington recalls. “One mffiTlh 
went by. Then another. And another. I thought 
—the economy must be really bad. Everytffnig'* 
not going to be as easy os I thought it was.’’ 
Harrington was determined to stay in tmek 
ing even though deregulation during the ‘80s 
had bankrupted companies and forced thou 
sands onto the unemployment rojls. A* age 43, 
he had 20 years invested in a Teamsters pension 
and wasn’t about to change professions. 

“I was locked in," he says. "It’s almost stupid 
to walk away.’’ 

Harrington eventually found temporary work 
at Carolina Frcig|it Carriers Corp.; he was hired 
full time in February 1993, He says he earns 
more than $15 an hour, still .short of union 
scale. 

Though it's slightly more than his previous 
< salary, the cost o^living has soared and the Har- 
ringtons, like many other blue-collar workers 
across America, feel as if they're running in 
place. 

"If we're' making progress, it’s minimal," 
says the ruddy-faced, mtutachioed Harrington. 

The Harringtons and their two daughters, 16 
and 10, live modestly in a ranch-style home on 
the city’s South Side — a Democratic, blue-col- 
lar bastion — about a mile from Comiskey 
Pork, home to the Chicago While Sox. 

Mrs. Harrington, works pari time os a secre- 
tory and travel agent to moke ends meet. Their 
money disappears fast; $100 a week for their 
16-year-old^s Catholic school tuition; $100 a 
week for gas and lunch for her husband. Then, 
the morigage, food, clothes and heat. 

Rent from two tenants who Live-.in their for- 
mer home, a building with two apartments, 
helps out. Still, it’s a scrimp-and-save world, 

“We keep thinking we're going to have extra 
money," Mrs. Harrington says. “But without 
any savings ... wc live from week to .check. It 
seems like wc'tc starting oil over." 

Harrington has begun pulling aside $20 from 
each chc^ to build new savings, and he hopes 
his new job will restore the family’s sense of se- 
curity. 

But they've postponed big purchases. Har- 
rington drives a 1983 Ford pickup truck; his 
wife has a 1978 Mercu^. 

Harnngton is bracing for contract talks this' 
spring, hoping there won’t be concessions, but 
he’s not expecting a raise, cither. 

Mostly, he yearns for stability. 

“I think the company is goin^ to be around 
for awhile," he says. "If they aren’t, we’ll just 
deal with it when the lime comes." 

' On the day he opened up shop, John Wil- 
son’s frame of mind about his prospects as the 
owner of a .small business could be likened to 



his experience os a diehard Atlanta Braves fan 
— high hopes ^nd depressing reality. 

"I had gotten everything all set up the let- 
terheads, the forms, the businc.ss cards. I was 
ready," he recounts in the office of Wilson and 
A.ssociate.s — the office being an upstairs rcxrm 
In his surburban Atlanta townhousc. 

Twelve hours and dozens of "nu's" later, 
Wilson’s mood had declined. 

"You think you’ve got it ail together, then 
you see it Isn't going to come eo.sy. You come 
from uf) here," he says, stretching his arms high, 
“then, right to the bottom." 

Wilson and Associates rc-manufactures 
worn-out computer laserprintcr cartridges .so 
they can be used again. 

Tiial first evening, Wilson s-wltched on a tiny 
TV on his work table and followed his baseball 
team while he worked on cartridges. Thc> 
Braves lost and were a seemingly insurmount- 
able nine games behirid the first-place San Fran- 
cisco Giants. 

"I storied just when the Braves were starting 
their big comeback," says Wilson, grinning Ire- 
low a Braves pennant on his ofitce wall. 

The Braves went on to catch the Giants in a 
dramatic race. Wilson, meanwhile, built up hi.s 
business. 

“We're chugging along. I’ve learned to ride 
that emotional roller coaster," he says, six 
months later. “Hie economy's getting better. 
I’m not fearful about the future anymore." 

At 27, Wilson is fulfilling one goal by own- 
ing hLs own business. He ho.sn'1 given up on an- 
other •— to be a rnillionairc by the time he’s 30, 

‘Tve made it through some rough times,” 
says Wilson, who moved here from southern 
New Jersey out of high school. He’s "never not 
been worldng," but has often used odd jobs to 
gel by, coming us little os $9,000 a year. 

He’s worked for $5 to $6 an hour off and on 
for years os a parking lot attendant. He's risen at 
3 a.m. each day to load United Parcel Service 
delivery trucks, has been in the vending ma- 
chine business, has been a photocopier repair- 
man, and a copier salesman. 

Wilson learned a couple of years ago about 
rc-manufacturing the cartridges that enable 
computer users to print out files. He compares it 
to rebuilding an auto engine.

New cartridges can run in the hundred.s of 
dollars. He overhauls them and sells them back 
to their owners for half the cost of a new one. 

Although he has larger competitors, Wilson 
secs the field, less than a decade old, as one 
suited to a small operation. 

"They can't serve a client the way 1 can," he 
says, “1 pick up and deliver myself, and I have a 
quick turnaround lime." 

The garrulous Wilson spent half a year 
preparing to open, investing $10,000 from his 
savings and friends' loan.s. He also began lining 
up customers, some at the parking lot. 

His clients include advertising agencies, law 
firm-s, accountants, brokerage firms and govern- 
ment agencies. 

Despite the name of his business, Wilson’s 


only associate so far is his wife, Felicia, who 
keeps the books. 

He rises at about 7 a.m. each weekday, show- 
ers and dresses, then walks upstairs and shuts 
the door to his office, in which a packed shelf 
contains such books as "Getting Business To 
Come To You" and "The Small Businc-s.s Sur- 
vival Guide." 

He then uses his car to make pickups and de- 
liveries in the morning, and spends afternoons 
on the telephone in his office. He ranks call- 
backs to “turn the maybe 's into yes's,” and even 
those filed as "cold" will hear back from him by 
letter. After an evening break, he works on car- 
tridges. 

All told, he puLs in 60 to 70 hours a week. 

Wilson retools about 75 .cartridges a month. 


which pays the bills and has made him feel en- 
couraged about cxpandiilg. 

He cxpccLs to run ahead of his iwtvycar plan 
in terms of moving his office from his home 
and hiring an employee. He’s soon going to ex- 
pand his soliciting by mail and try newspaper 
advertising. 

And he and his wife arc so cncour.igcd that 
• Ihey'have other expaasions in mind. 

•They plan to buy a new, larger home this 
summer and. at year’s end, he says, “Wc-'rc go- 
ing to start trying to get pregnant.” 

As a girl. Ev:ilynn Klitig imagined tlut life as 
:i grown-up would Ik like playing June Cleaver 
in a never-ending episode of "Leave it to 
Beaver." 

’T’ll be married by age 1‘i," she remembers 
dreaming, “ril have started a family. I’ll have a 
cal and a dog. I'll have a man taking care uf 
me." 

Fist forward to 1 W4, and turn off the TV. 

Kling is 28 now. She has no husband, no 
kids, no pcLs, no house with a picket fence. Just 
a liny ap:irlment, a $7-an-hour secretarial job. 
and a pile of bills. Her job is temporary. But af- 
ter months of unemployment, she's glad to be 
working at all. 

"Life isn't the fairy talc wc were taught It) 
expect." she s;iys. "It’s a struggle to survive." 

Like many Americans who have wcalhcicd 

~TOUgtnimcs recent])^, KJing views reports of 
economic recovery with a wary optimism. Yes, 
she’s working. Yes. things arc looking up. But 
while the bills arc getting paid, anxiety rc- 
main.'j.. 

Kling's troubles began in 1990, when she 
wis an administrative ivsisianl for the Weyer- 
haeuser Co. Hard times in the limlxT industry 
forced the shutdown of her division, which re- 
furbished and sold used logging equipment. 

Since then, she’s had four short-term job.s, 
interspersed with seven months of unemploy- 
ment in 1992 and three months in 1993. 

Unemployment was something now for ' 
Kling. a high school graduate with one year of 
community-college secretarial training. 

Well-spoken and wcll-manncred. a bright 
and attractive woman with long brunette curls, 
Kling is eminently employable, stiys Debra Dy- 
jak, head of the temporary help agency Kling 
contacted in January. 

"She's got some nice office skills. She's 
gone to school." Dyjak siiys. "She should h:ivc 
a job," 

Kling agrees emphatically. Being jobless left 
her feeling embarrassed, rejected and de- 
pressed, Her whole body ached the first time 
she walked into the unemployment office. 

She hit the job search hard, leaving resumes 
at 10 to 20 offices u week. When nothing came 
through, she turned to tempurnry office work. 

The work has been steady — penny-pinching 
government agencies and businesses increas- 
ingly arc turning to temps — but there's no se- 
curity for Kling. and the pay varies, Anything 
less than $7 an hour won’t pay the rent, but .she 
lakes it anyway. 

"I’d still rather work," she says. "It makes 
me feel more u.s«ful working for le.ss money 
than not working at all.” 

Months of unemployment have drained her 
savings, and she has no medical insurance. She 
drives a 1981 Honda Civic with 150.000 miles 
on it, She clips couporls for groceries. The 
kitchen counter in her one-bedroom apartment 
doubles as a table for her sewing machine, 
which she uses to sew her own clothc,s. 

She once u.scd a Visa card for emergency ex- 
penses — a flat tire here, a broken radiator 
there — but now, able to pay less than $50 a 
month toward (he S1,2(H) balance, Kling has 
cut up her card and pays ca.sh for everything. 

She still allows herself dreams, but they're 
more modest now. She hopes to find a perma- 
nent job, one that would allow her to attend 
night cla.vscs'and gel a college degree. 

"I want to gel somewhere with my life." she 
says. "It’s not going anywhere as long as 1 keep 
running into these dead-end jobs."
